If it is put through, 
board members may be appointed after 
adjournment to prepare for operation 
of the act when it becomes effective, 
120 days after passage. 


The recent revolt of Southern sen- 


ators against the wage-hour bill in- 
dicates that the nominees will be ex- 
haustively scrutinized as to their po- 
litical, economic and -social philosophy 
before they are confirmed.

If he fails, the board is bound by law 
to propose arbitration.

_.,_^,» it affected vast numbers of sail 
ors, soldiers, prisoners and others who 
received the monotonous diet associat- 
ed with tb*ir type of work. 


It is said that in certain portions a 


the tropics scurvy is still found regu- 
larly for the same reason. Some of 
the cases that occurred recently in th* 
United States were due to the fact that 
people who became insane lived wholly 
on diets of starch, sugar or some oth- 
er single item. 


Usually, scurvy is caused by eating 


a diet which is deficient in fresh fruits 
and vegetables but particularly defi- 
cient in vitamin C. Vitamin C chemi- 
cally is a hexuronic acid, sometimes 
called ascorbic acid and cevitamic 
acid. In .nature it is found most 
abundantly in orange juice, lemon 
juice, lime juice, tomato juice and 
other fresh fruit juices. 


This vitamin is destroyed by heat- 


ing, particularly in the presence of 
copper, when oxidation takes place 
more rapidly. Foods also lose their 


vitamin C effect if they arc too old. 


It is apparent, therefore, that fresh 


vegetables right from the farm are 
better than if they were stored over 
long periods of time under improper 
conditions. If foods are cooked or are 
canned with proper protection agajnst 
too much oxidation, they will retain 
their vitamin C factor. 


In 1776 Captain Cook found that "in 


crder to preserve the health of his 
crew on long voyages, it was necessary 
for them to take every opportunity of 
obtaining fresh food." 


Because of Captain. Cook's keen ob- 


servation and experiments with his 
sailors, we now know the cause of 
scurvy. 


While on his voyage around Cape 


Horn, Captain Cook noticed that ths 
sailors were getting tired and pale, 
that large black and blue spots appear- 
ed on their bodies, that their gums 
would bleed and the joints would be- 
come painful because of the bleeding 
that took place in the joints. 


These are essentially the symptoms 


of scurvy. 


Just as soon as one determines defi- 


nitely that a patient hasscurvy, it is 
necessary to begin immediately to (eed, 
an adequate quantity of antiscorbutic 
!oods, including fresh fruits and fiesh 
vegetables.

To have waited for a real storm of 


sufficient intensity, and to have filmed 
the necessary action and closeups at 
sea, would haye been utterly impos-sU 
ble even for Hollywood magicians. 
Especially in color, for "Ebb Tide" is 
a Technicplor production. 


So they brought everything indoors, 


where the elements can be controlled 
and properly lighted. A canvas cyclo- 
rama of turbulent clouds and dark 
sea surrounds the tank.

He founded the great King ranch,* 


which covers or laps into eight counties ' 
in south Texas, and whose sprawling 
miles would founder the 
strongest 


horse. It has lasted since 1854 and 
shows few serious signs of disintegra- 
tion. 


Runaway Goes to Sea 


Richard King was born in Orange 


County, N. J., in 1821, found himself 
apprenticed at 10 to a jeweler, didn't 
like it, and casually ran away. 


He stowed away on a vessel bound 


for Mobile and, with something of the 
luck which pursued him throughout 
his life, happened to find one of the 
few kindly men who in those days 
went down to rough seas on rough 
ships. The captain liked the boy, sent 
him to school and later taught him the 
trade of steamboat captaining and 
how to trade shrewdly. 


King fought in the Sominole war and 


the Mexican war and became ac- 
quainted with that unbelievably slug- 
gish and unattractive 
Rio Grande, 


with its sagebrush borders, its quick- 
sand and its preposterous meander- 
ings. He met schooners at the mouth 
and brought their cargoes 40 miles up 
the stream to sun-baked Brownsville 
where a handful of people lived in 
houses with adobe walls two feet 
thick. 


Hunting a Home 


On one of his trips to the border 


town the young steamboat captain 
met Henrietta Chamberlain, whose 
slightly impractical father was occu- 
pied with the discouraging task of 
enticing Mexicans to church at an 
hour which seriously interfered with 
their siestas. 


A few meetings with Miss Henrietta 


convinced King thai steamboat cap- 
taining was too lonely, and one day 
he rode away with a young army of- 
ficer named Robert E. Lee. After sev- 
eral days through chaparral and mes- 
quite, road runners, armadillos, and 
flat-headed rattlesnakes they came 
to a gently rolling country on the 
coastal plains. 
King looked about 


him. 


"We've come far enough," he said. 
He bought his first land—75,000 acres 
•in 1852 and soon thereafter married 


Miss Henrietta. 


Realizes 80-Year Dream 


King had an idea. First he wanted 


a home. Then he wanted to acquire all 
the land from the Nueces river to the 
Rio Grande, quite a sizable tract. On 
that land he wanted to raise cattle 
and become rich. He knew nothing 
about cattle, nothing about ranching. 
But he had an idea that cattle would 
thrive on the brushland. The flesh 
of the animals meant nothing to him. 
He wanted their hides and their tal- 
low for profit 


He built his first home in 1854 on the 


acreage he had bought, and he dated 
his empire from that time. He called 
his first home Santa Gertrudis and 
now, 
more than 80 years later, Santa 


Gertrudis stands for the largest ranch 
in the world, for a magnificent new 
breed of cattle and for a private em- 
pire. 


War Brings Profits 


King kept his steamboat as a side- 


line and made, a fortune during the 
war between the states by running 
hides, tallow, and cotton into free 
Mexican ports where they were re- 
shipped by eager British vessels. 


He bought more land—the highest 


at 5 cents an acre, the lowest at 1 cent. 
He fought rustlers and ticks, armed ex- 
peditions after bandits, increased his 
herds, hired more riders—and bought 
more land. 


He took another steamboat captain, 


Mifflin Kenedy, into partnership and 
they began grading their herds, fenc- 
ing the land. That partnership later 
broke up and now the Kenedy ranch, 
King-controlled, 
comprises Kenedy 


county, a kingdom within an empire 
Kenedy county for years defied the 
state, and only within the last year has 
permitled a Texas highway to cross 


its fenced borders. 


Builds Vast "Principality" 


When Captain King died in 1885 he 


left the solid beginning of the vast 
King ranch. On its acres Kin'gsville 
and six other towns have been found- 
ed, of, by and for King ranch people. 
Fifteen hundred miles of the ranch are 
fenced. Five hundred line riders trav- 
el its borders. 


The first Canta Gertrudis home is 


now the Santa Gertrudis "palace," es- 
timated cost $350,000.

Charles Carson was born and raised 


in a small rural community hear 
Cedarville. In early life he was con- 
sidered by his parents to be an idle 
dreamer, because he preferred reading 
a book to sawing wood or plowing 
corn. He admits that he was, and still 
is, something of a dreamer—but dreams 
sometimes come true. The story of 
Carson's life, which reads like 
n 


chapter from the Arabian Nights, is as 
thrilling as it is unusual. 


It was not a desire to get away from 


his native hills that prompted him to 
leave Arkansas, but rather a desire 
to escape from the limitations that 
had been placed upon him. by his fam- 
ily and friends. He well understood 
the Biblical adage about a prophet 
being without honor in his own coun- 
try. He knew that, to his parents, he 
would always be a child in need of 
their counsel. But he had. visioned 
greater things, and it is his belief that 
a man can do anything that his mind 
can imagine. 


In 1927, after four years away from 


home, Carson found himself working 
in a Los Angeles ftictory, where his 
duties prevented further literary pro- 
gress, 
To the average observer, it 


looked as though he had reached his 
level' in life. Then, as a sudden and 
almost fatal blow, he suffered a break- 
down in health that sent him to a 
hospital where he was not expected 
to recover. Physicians said that sev- 
eral years would be required for the 
restoration of his health, if indeed he 
ever recovered atall. 


Weeks grew into months and months 


into years; still no improvement in his 
health was noted. Slowly, his savings 
dwindled away, and slowly those who 
had claimed to be friends forgot him. 
Lying in a lonely hospital ward, faced 
with poverty and probable death, the 
Arkansas 
boy again displayed the 


metal hu was made of by refusing to 
acknowledge defeat. 


Every available hour was spent in 


study, preparing himself for the day 
when he hoped to again have health. 
"Sometimes I would laugh at myself," 
he recalls, "when I thought of how I 
was educating myself, knowing that 
I hud little hope of ever regaining my 
place in life." 


After more than three years as a 


helpless invalid, Carson was discharg- 
ed from the hospital—turned out into 
a world that had forgotten him. He 
found that the world had progressed 
far during the time that he had been 
away from it. But even though he was 
penniless and physically weak, he did 
not lack ambition.

rehabilitation farmers 
in 


south Arkansas who believe in pro- 
viding their food and feed require- 
ments before cash crops. But most of 
them are operating rented farms where 
storage facilities are inadequate even 


workmen, Carson set about to create a 
job for himself. 
(This was in the 


midst of the national depression, when 
millions were without employment). 
It was then that he first began to con- 
sider writing as a career. His first 
efforts were amateurish and editors 
rejected them. He tried again, only to 
meet with further disappointments. 
Finally one of his stories was accept- 
ed, then others. Today he doesn't know 
how many of his writings have been 
published. 


Eventually he saw where he could 


render a greater service by becoming a 
literary agent, where he could help 
those who, liko himself, had exper- 
ienced difficulties in attaining liter- 
ary recognition. In a very brief time 
he became known nationally as a train- 
er of writers, and many of his stu- 
dents have gained almost equal recog- 
nition. 


Carson says that he is not super- 


stitious, but he does not like to tempt 
fate. He is reluctant to admit that 
he has done anything unusual. He 
seems to fear that he will awake to 
find himself back in the hospital, his 
success a dream. "The Hollywood 
celebrities who come to my office for 
counsel think that I'm a great writer," 
says Carson. "But I'm not; I'm just 
an Arkansas boy a long way from 
home." 


It is his ambition to settle down some 


day in a cottage on an Arkansas hill- 
side, where he can live a quiet life, 
away from the hustle and excite- 
ment of Hollywood. "Then," he con- 
fides, "I am going to write a book 
about my own people, the true hill 
folks, who are an honest, God-fearing 
people, entirely unlike the gun-toting 
type so often depicted in books and 
motion pictures."

RA District Supervisor Frank Hors- 


fall, who advocates production of at 
least a ton and a half of hay for each 
mature animal on the farm, has turned 
to the ancient hay stack, with some 
scientific embellishments, to solve the 
problem. 


Horsefall has conducted hay stor- 


age demonstrations at Arkaclelphia, 
Hope, Waldron and other towns in his 
17-county district fov the purpose of 
teaching County Ra Supervisors and 
farmers the proper way to make a hay 
stack. Those who attended the dem- 
onstrations are expected to return to 
their communities and spread the in- 
formation among their neighbors. 


Stacks Carefully Made 


To the layman a haystack may be 


just another sunburned and weather- 
beaten pile of grass, but Supervisor 
Horsfall's stacks are built carefully 
and scientifically to protect the hay by 
shedding moisture and providing in- 
terior ventilation. 


After the 13-foot master or back- 


bone pole is set firmly in the ground 
Hie floor work is constructed. This 
consists of two sets of poles placed 
across the ground in opposite direc- 
tions. The first layer is made up of 
f.olid poles of about eight inches in 
diameter, placed two feet apart. The 
second layer, laid cross-wise on the 
first, is of somewhat smaller poles 
placed a foot apart, On top of this a 
layer of brush is evenly distributed. 
This allows air to penetrate from the 
ground to the interior of the stack and 
prevents the hay from falling through 
and clogging the openings. 


The hay is then pitched, care being 


exercised to stack it uniformly on all 
sides. When it has reached eight feet 
the topping, or thatching process be- 
gins. Here lie.s the secret of keeping 
the hay dry until it is used. Pitchforks 
are used to carefully rake the hay 
downward from the top of the pole 
to the ground until a perfect pryamid 
is formed with the blades of gra. s 
pointed downward. When properlv 
thatched, the stack will shed a toiini- 
tial rainfall without perceptible pen- 
etration. 


Grain Sorghum Stacks 


Mr. Horsfall recommends the stack- 


ing of grain sorghum in bundles in 
the same manner except that the lay- 
ers of bundles be placed cross-wise
